6. On 21 May 1945 » Mr. Tog«l visited Mr. SfllZ at 
BEOBiLBlBO. Mr. SPIS2 olalmed to kave been contacted on 20 May 
1945 by DAOSMt and to bs-ve talked him into turning, himself over 
to the Obi ted States amtbori ties inasmuch as DAOSER*s brother 
and father had already been arrested. 

7. In view Of PRIBDMAES'a statements on SPIT2 contained 
in Para. 4 above j it is considered , possible that SPlfZ knows the 
location of the SSBA fxmds and that subsetnent to his release he 
contacted MUSEE to agree on a common story which would check 
with SPIT2* s earlier atatemehtB to SGI without divulging the 
dispoaition of SSIA fxmds.
